HONOLULU, December 3.— Since the 


arrival of the steamer Warrimo on the 
21th ultimo, political events have fol- 
lowed each other with startling rapid- 
ity. Dispatches forwarded to the As- 
sociated Press by sailing vessels on 
November 19th and 22d, have not fully 
anticipated the serious crisis Hawaii is 
now passing through in a most deter- 
mined and heroic way. 


When the Warrhno arrived 
with 


(Jlevelaiid'e ultimatum the royalists were 
jubilant and the annexationints :it once 
began to carry out the previous plans 
for a forcible resistance in case the 
steaiiicr China, which arrived three days 
Inter, brought instructions to Minister 
Willis for a restoration of the monarchy 
with the aid of the United States troops 
from the varships Adams and I'hihidel- 
phia. 


Within twenty-four hours alter the 


news brought l>y tlie Warrimo was re- 
ceived 1000 determined annexationifils 
had assembled on short notice at the 
drill shed of the barracks, behind the 
executive building. The mooting was 
short but wildly enthusiastic. 
The 


spirit of 177(i prevailed, and those who 
heard the ringing cheers which wel- 
comed the speech of President K. M. 
Hatch of the Annexation Club and the 
presentation of the following resolutions 
knew that the monarchy, even though 
restored by the superior forces of the 
United Stales, would be abort lived.

surprise and regret the recommendation 
of the secretary of stale of the United 
SUitt-s to the President to restore the 
monarchy lately existing in Hawaii;

President Cleveland the American citi- 
zens yesterday presented a protest to 
Minister Willis, which has been unan- 
imously signed, in which they set forth 
that ns citizens'of.'the United States 
they have done nothing whereby to for- 
feit or waive their legal and constitu- 
tional rights as such citizens. Tho doc- 
ument contains six typewritten pages

Active preparations both for defense 


and nugreasion, if necessary, were begun 
the day af'er the arrival of the steamer 
China, when 250 men were put to work 
fortifying the executive building.

The roof wi I be similarly 
treated. Companies of sharp shooters, 
all trained men, will occupy the four 
corner towers from tlio basement to the 
roof. The preparations thus lar made 
will allow the government to handle 
with great resistive force from 750 to 800 
troops in the executive building, and 
ammunition and stores have been pro- 
vided to withstand a continuous attack 
for one mouth or more should hostilities 
break out, Tlie water supply cannot be 
t;ut off as the i-xecutivc building is sun- 
plied by artesian well on tiie grounds. 


In case of his intention to carry out 


Cleveland's instructions for a res'ora- 
tlon of the monarchy Minister Willis 
has promised to give the provisional 
government thirty-six hours notice be- 
fore acting. "As soon as such notice 
comes," said a prominent official yester- 
day to the Associated I'rtss, "should 
Cleveland attempt to carry out his mad 
policy against Americans in Hawaii,
